4-POWER NAVY 
PACT IS NEAR 


Nations Agreed to Eyhunsre 
New Information Without 
Jap Delegation. 


London, 
Jan, 
17 (AP) -G reat I 
Britain’s imperial defense policy and I 
future requirements of the army, j 
navy and air force were subjected to 
a further overhauling Thursday. 
In authoritative quarters it was 
said the danger of a world naval 
race is much closer as a result of 
Japan's departure yesterday from 
the international naval conference 
here. 
At the same time, acting quickly 
to salvage all possible after Japan’s 
walkout, the four remaining powers 
reached a quick and amicable agree­ 
ment to exchange building informa­ 
tion. 
Aim at Further Agreement 
•These four, the United States, 
ilritain. France and Italy, also will 
try to frame a further agreement to 
restrict and regulate sizes of ships 
and their armament. 
While observers were optimistic 
that other important agreements 
will shortly be reached, all recog­ 
nized the grave uncertainties de­ 
veloped by Japan’s departure be­ 
cause she was not granted parity. 
While the fourpower talks were 
launched, a subcommittee of the 
British Cabinet on defense policy 
met for the fourth successive day. 
Numerous technical 
experts were 
called in, which led to speculation in 
informed quarters as to whether 
heavy rearmament estimates for the 
Parliament session February 4 are 
being drawn up. 
The launching of a big British re­ 
armament program has been ex­ 
pected momentarily.

The appalling increase of deaths and Injuries should make every driver 
his “brother’s keeper.’
